mental health service, says the CMHA atudy, are centred 
in the Vancouver and Victoria areas. There is only one 
travelling <¢linic. There is no psychiatrist in practice 
outside Victoria; Vancouver and New Westminster. 

There is virtually no follow-up rehabilitative treatment 
and community agencies who want to help are seldom 
notified when patients are released from hospital. 

The CMHA recommends these approaches to mental 
health; 

A shift from hospital to community; decentralization; 
integration of all possible facilities; continuity of care; 
consideration of environment in treatment; more com- 
munity support. z 

The first practical step it proposes to put them into 
effect is reorganization of the provincial mental health 


service into eight areas--covering the same territory as 
Present health service regions 

Each region, says the CMHA, should have a mental 
health clinic, starting modestly with four staff handling 
out-patient care. 

The staff: one psychiatrist, one psychologist, one 
social worker, one cierk. 

The cost: $70,000 per clinic. Excluding Vancouver, 


which already has a clinic, this means an extra $490,000 
a year. =
